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One  sample  (No.  22742,  Ottawa),  while  o^ing  its  chief  acidity  to  Cream  of  Tartar, 
contains  also  burnt  alum,  and  should  not,  in  strict  accuracy,  be  classified  with  the  Cream 
of  Tartar  Powders. 

Baking  powders  have,  on  two  previous  ocoaaions,  been  made  the  subject  of  examin- 
ation in  this  labwatory.  The  ibrat  report  was  publiriied  in  Bulletin  No.  10,  in  June, 
l889 ;  the  second  aa  Bulletin  Na  68,  in  April,  1900.  At  the  time  of  the  first  report, 
several  samples  were  found  to  contain  carbonate  of  ammonia,  as  a  gas  producing  eon- 
stitntMit ;  a  few  ocmtained  free  tartaric  add  as  the  aeid  component,  and  one  brand 
contained  bi-snli^ate  <d  potash.

The  thtwetioHl  limit*  •bove  <|Uot«l»re  not  •vwUblo  in  practice  for  th«'  wjMon  that, 
unlew  some  third  iub»t«no^  of  »n  i-^ert  oh»nkrt«r,  it  added,  the  mixture  will  more  or 
letM  mpidiv  deU'riorate.  thnmuh  thi  ,.iewnce  erf  tracei  of  mouture  in  the  powder  itMlf 
or  by  acoM*  of  mointure  from  the  air.  It  it  utual  to  employ  •.Urch  (flour  or  maixe)  aa 
the  mier ;  but  in  alum  phoaphate  powdora,  sulphate  of  lime  (terra  iillia),  a«  we»  M 
lUrch,  i»  usually  found.  Thin  Urra  alba  ia  not  necemarily  added  Jnt«ntiorially,  but  w  a 
bye  product  in  the  manufacture  of  acid  phosphate  of  lime.  It  i»  further  to  be  not«d 
that  the  limit*  mentioned  are  only  poKsible  where  the  acid  compouont  i»  chemically 
pure,  a  condition  not  to  be  leaked  for,  and  veiy  leldora  occurring  in  commerce.  If  we 
•Mume  commei-ciftl  cream  of  UrUr  of  good  quality  to  be  «J4-9ft  per  cent,  pure  and  a  filler 
(•Urch4  tobe  a<lded  in  the  proportion  of  2(5  per  cent,  by  weight,  the  reaulUnt  baking 
pow<ler  would  have  the  following  composition  : —

Such  a  baking  powder  in  capable  of  developing  12  SK  per  cent,  by  weight  of  gaa, 
and  may  be  ^on8i(k•l^•d  aH  a  typical,  hiwh  olaaa.  Cream  of  Tarter  powder. 

2.  Gradual  d<-velopment  of  the  «»»  ia  importent  becau-w  gaa  muat  be  continuoualv 
produced  while  the  bread  ia  in  the  ovjn,  and  until  the  dough  "  »et«,"  i.e.  become*  hard 
enough  to  reUin  it*  size  and  shape  when  cool.  Otherwise,  collapse  of  th.-  loaf  result*, 
and  the  bread  i»  ''  heavy"  or  '■  »ad."  Fulfilment  of  this  condition  depends  chiefly  upon 
the  sparing  solubility  of  the  acid  ingredient  of  the  powder.  Cream  of  tertor,  alum 
(dehydrated),  and  alum  pho«phat«  of  lime  are  found  to  meet  neoe«sary  conditions. 
Donbtless  the  too  ready  solubility  of  terteric  acid,  bi-sulphate  of  potaah  and  acid  phoa- 
phate of  lime  (per  se)  is  the  reawm  why  these  *ubstence»  are  now   so   seldom    used  in 

baking  powder*.  .         .  ,      ,  ,     y     ■        ,  ^l 

3.  The  keeping  qualities  of  the  powder  depend  upo:i  the  thorough  diving  of  the 
component*,  separately;  the  proper  employment  of  a  filler,  and  the  careful  protection 
of  the  ftniglied  powder  from  atmospheric  damp.  - ,    ,  .  . 

4  With  exception  of  the  sterch  used  a*  a  filler,  the  componenU  of  baking  powders 
have  no  food  value,  and  must  be  regarded  as,  at  best,  indifferent  and  perhaps  positively 
harmful.  When  cream  of  tertar  i*  the  acid  component,  the  residue  is  Rochelle  salt,  a 
iwntle  aperient  and  probably  doing  no  harm  to  healthy  people,  ,     ,r^,     ,     . 

With  alum,  thereaidue  is  a  mixture  of  alumina  and  sulphate  of  soda  (Glaubers 
salt),  the  latter  a  powerful  purgative  and  the  former  an  insoluble  substance.  In  alum 
phosphate  powders,  the  residue  is  a  mixture  of  phosphate  of  alumina,  or  alumina ; 
Glauber's  salt,  and  phosphate  of  soda     The  last  is  a  gentle  purgative. 

A  great  deal  of  discussion  has  taken  place  regarding  the  harmful  effecte  of  these 
various  residues ;  and  the  matter  cannot  bo  taken  a*  finally  settled.  ... 

The  above  statemente  assume  that  the  reaction  between  bi-carbonate  of  soda,  and 
ihe  acid  ingredient  of  the  powder,  i*  completed  during  the  process  of  baking  ;  and  that 
the  componenta  have  been  so  nicely  balanced,  that  the  resultant  bread  is  free  from 
either  component  in  excess.  It  ia  safe  to  say  that  this  condition  is  venr  seldom,  and 
probably  never  fulfilled.  In  such  case,  if  any  con»iderable  excess  of  bi-carbonate  of  soda 
exists  in  the  powder,  the  resultant  bread  will  contain  yellow  spots,  due  to  carbonate 
of  soda  (same  as  washing  soda)  and  will  have  a  soapy  taste.  Jf  the  acid  used  oe  in 
excess,  the  resultant  bread  will  contein  unchanged  cream  of  tartar,  or  alum.  The  last 
named  is  known  to  be  injurious  to  health,  and  its  p  »>««  presence  is  the  main  reason 
for  preferring  powders  made  without  alum.  Maaufftcturers  seek  to  prevtnt  the 
DoesibUity  of  residual  alum  by  adding  a  distinct  excess  of  bicarbonate  of  soda,  to  these 
powders.  By  consulting  the  appended  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  this  excess,  m  the  Mae 
5^  alum-phosphate  powders  runs  from  three  to  four  or  more  per  cent.  The  numl»r 
given  in  the  column  headed  "residual  carbon  dioxide"  must  be  multiplied  by  ^}  -  l»l 
to  give  the  excess  in  terms  of  bi-carbonate  of  soda.

.*).  The  queotion  of  oheapnnM  in  a  balling  powder  ia  too  complex  to  be  liacuMad  at 
length  in  thix  place.  Bi  carbonate  of  xoda  ia  quoted  at  11  .r>0  per  100  Iba.  f.ab.,  Moti- 
trral  ;  Cream  of  Tartar  at  IIS  per  twt. ;  burnt  alum  and  acid  phoaphate  of  lime  are 
low  prii'ed  article*  ;  but  I  have  not  been  able  to  get  actual  flgure*. 

It  i*  evident  that  the  ooiit  of  maktnij  •  baking  powder  in  chiefly  dependent  upon 
the  price  of  the  avid  component.  The  coat  of  uting  a  baking  powder  w  a  diiferant 
matter.  Here  the  queiition  of  etfect  upon  the  health  comen  into  oonnideration,  and  the 
price  of  the  ,irticle  ma^r  out  a  Nmall  flgure  in  the  traiixaction. 

Ill  the  absence  of  any  legal  iletinitioD  of  BakinK  Powder,  it  ia,  of  ooane,  impoadible 
to  cUinify  the  wmpleN  n.>w  reported,  an  genuine  or  adulterated,  «>  long  a»  they  do  not 
onuin  any'.hiiix  known  to  be  injurious  to  health.  Thia  report  servea  the  'purpoae 
of  furnishing  information  regarding  baking  powder,  as  now  found  on  the  Canadian 
market ;  and  it  it  to  lie  hoped  that  this  knowledge  may  enable  a  definition  ot  baking 
powder  to  I  e  formulated. 

Under  the  heading  '  Available  oarlion  dioxide"  in  the  accompanying  Ubles,  will  be 
found  the  maximum  percentage  weight  of  leavening  gas  obtainable  in  baking.  From 
what  haa  been  already  said,  we  know  that  a  grxxl  cream  of  Urtar  powder  should  yield 
about  I :)  5  per  cent,  of  gai.  Any  powder  which  yields  more  than  this  amount,  almont 
certainly  contains  fre«'  tartaric  acid,  or  burnt  alum.  Mince  any  Uking  powder 
deteriorates  more  ur  less  on  keeping,  we  can  only  expect  12-6  percent,  of  gas  in  a 
perfectly  f  re»h  powder.  Experience  proves,  however,  that  a  well-packed  baking  powder 
may  be  kept  for  several  months,  or  even  for  a  year,  without  very  material  change.  I 
am  of  opinion  that  a  minimum  limit  of  10  per.  cent,  available  gas  would  be  quite  reason- 
able ;  and  that  there  in  no  necessity  for  having  on  the  market  any  Iwking  powder  posses- 
•ling  less  than  10  per  cent,  of  available  gas  prwluction. 

When  the  reaction  between  the  bi  carbonate  of  aoda  and  the  acid  praaent  in  the 
powder  is  completed,  the  further  addition  of  acid  will  cause  the  evolution  of  mora  carbon 
dioxide  gas,  provided  that  an  excess  of  bi-carbonato  of  soda  is  present  in  the  po«der. 
The  amount  of  such  gas  evolved  affords  a  raeasura  of  the  excess  of  bi-carbonate  in  the 
powder.  It  roust  be  understood  that  this  additional  gas,  while  available  to  the  analyst 
in  the  laboratory,  is  not  available  to  the  cook,  in  ordinary  baking  operations.  The 
column  headed  "  Residuid  carbon  dioxide"  conteini  the  numbers  so  obtaimd.  This 
number  should  be  small,  in  a  carefully  prepared  powder. 

The  starch  >  proponent  in  a  baking  powder  is  (rf  no  importance,  exoq>t  so  far  aa  the 
presence  of  a  high  percentage  of  starch  necessitates  a  lowered  percentage  of  the  active 
components.  On  account  of  iU  high  acidity  burnt  alum  permite  the  use  of  a  high 
starch  percentage,  and  it  is  no  unusual  thing  to  find  from  45  to  50  per  cent  of  starch 
in  alum  powders.  Alum  phosphate  powders  usually  contain  from  35  to  45  per  cent, 
ofstarch.  As  already  shown,  a  good  cream  of  tartar  powder  cannot  contain  much 
above  20  per  cent  of  starch.  This  may,  however,  ba  considerably  inoreaaed  with- 
out lowering  the  efficiency  of  the  powder,  if  free  tartaric  acid  is  made  to  ti^e  the  plaoe 
cf  an  equal  weight  of  cream  of  tartar. 

Sulphate  of  lime  (terra  alba)  is  an  undesirable  filler.  It  is  usually  presaat  in 
phosphate  powders,  as  the  acid  phosphate  of  lime  is  manuiaeturad  by  treatment  of  the 
iwntral  phosphate  with  sulphuric  acid,  leaving  in  the  product  an  equivalent  wai^t 
of  sulphate  of  lime.  Ijess  objection  can  be  taken  to  this  modionm  of  sulphate  of  Uma, 
than  to  the  addition  of  terra  alba,  as  such,  to  the  baking  powder.  While  baring  no 
poaitivel  V  harmful  effect,  terra  alba  has  the  objectionable  qualities  of  great  inaolubilitT 
and  total  lack  of  food  value. 

It  is  sometimes  claimed  for  it  that  being  less  hygroscopic  than  starch,  it  makes  a 
better  filler,  enabling  the  powder  to  be  kept  longer  without  deterioration.  I  believe 
that  the  majority  of  consumers  would  prefer  some  form  of  starch,  and  with  leason.
